It all happened one Sat- 
urday winter night at old 
8XE (Penn State) 1927. 

We had about a half doz- 
en guys in the shack and 
things were getting a bit on 
the slow side. Someone sug- 
gested we go down to “The 
Corner”’ but as usual funds 
were too low. Ken Goode, 
9BJ, motioned to me to fol- 
low him so we shoved off on 
his motorcycle in the general 
direction of Pond Lab. Half 
way over we skidded on the 
icy path, my leg wrapped 
around a passing tree andin 
nothing flat we were in the 
middle of a big snow bank, 
motorcycle and all. No 
casualties so onour way and 
in another few minutes we 
were in Ken’s cubicle in the 
Lab (Ken was a grad stu- 
dent working on his PHD) 
draining grain alcohol out of 
a bottle marked HCL. 

By the time we got back 
to the shack, Ed Braddock, 
3BAY, had guessed the rea- 
son for our leaving and had 
scared up some grape juice. 
With bit of sugar from the 
coffee cabinet and somesnow 
from outside it was no time 
before we had a fine ‘‘Rag 
Chewing” contest going. 

Was then nearing 9:30 
PM and getting time for the 
Green Onion Network (an 
early fone net on the other 
end of the old 80 meter 
band).

Lloyd Yoh, 3FU, helped me 
tie the mike to the two turns 
of bell wire we had in the 
middle of a book.

Yep, we knew our onions on 
this network—we were loop 
modulating a 204A. 

Little ole me, 3ABX/ 
8AMJ, because of size, was 
the only one small enough to 
sit crossed legged on the 
table and talk into the mike 
without getting tangled up 
in the wall mounted bread- 
board rig. 

On that cold winter night 
we and the 204A had a mel- 
low glow. We checked into 
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the net with a R-5 signal. 
Then it happened—In Walk- 
ed Pop Crossley. Pop was 
one of the College instruc- 
tors and Chief Holder of the 
Sack for the station. Now 
don’t let me mislead you, 
Pop was a fine guy, but his 
ideas of AM in those days 
were a parallel to a die hard 
AMrers views of SSB.

On July 1, 4964,Colonel H. W. Tarkington, Florida’s 
State Civil Defense Director, takes over as president of the 
National Association of State Civil Defense Directors (NAS- 
CDD). (The NASCDD Membership Association includes 
State and Territorial Civil Defense Directors.) Prior to his 
election as President, he served in the Association as Pres- 
ident-elect, Region III Vice President, Chairman of the 
Federal Financial Assistance Committee, and member of 
the NASCDD Advisory Committee to the Public Health 
Service. 

Colonel Tarkington joined the Florida State Civil De- 
fense Agency in December 1954 as State Disaster Relief 
Coordinator and was appointed State Civil Defense Di- 
rector in July 1955. As State Director, he developed Flor- 
ida’s first State Operational Survival Plans and Natural 
Disaster Plan and established the organization for the emer- 
gency implementation of these plans. 

He entered the military service as Second Lieutenant of 
Infantry, United States Army, and retired in 1954 as 
Colonel, Artillery. During his thirty-six years of military 
service, he served in various commands and staff positions, 
both state-side and overseas. In World War II he com- 
manded the 61st Artillery Regiment, Phillipine Army, in 
action against the Japanese on Mindanao, P.I. He is a 
graduate of the Infantry, Artillery School, and the Com- 
mand and General Staff College. A member of the Third 
U. S. Army Advisory Committee - Past Chapter Com- 
mander and Past State Commander of the Military Order 
of the Wars.He also spent 4 1/2 years in Japanese pri- 
sons after the March of Bataan. 

From 1950 to retirement in 1954, Colonel Tarkington 
commanded the Florida Military District. Decorations in- 
clude: Silver Star with Oak Leaf Cluster, Purple Heart with 
Oak Leaf Cluster, and the Legion of Merit.

BILL DUNHAM STORY 


Bill Dunham, W4TRS of 
Sarasota went to the Mayo 
Clinic to get an operationon 
his heart to repair the faulty 
valves and also have in- 
stalled a pace maker so that 
he could be a transistorized 
walking ham. On his arri- 
val there and after the start 
of tests it was found that 
Bill has a rare blood condi- 
tion as well as the heart 
trouble. 

For a whileitwasthought 
that this would preclude any 
operation but now it has 
been found that this is mere 
ly a condition that is very 
rare and found in few peo- 
ple. Bill hs oval or elipiti- 
cal blood cells, red, instead 
of the normal round cells. 

At the conclusion of all 
tests Bill was sent back home 
with a very strict diet and 
pages of instructions as to 
what he can and can’t do. 
His doctor here in Sarasota 
is to keep a close check on 
him and in nine months or 
so he will go back to Mayo 
Clinic for the operation. It 
might be sooner if the doc- 
tor decides that his condi- 
tion is right andhecan stand 
the operation. 

Now, the problem is that 
Bill needs a great deal of 
help financially because he 
has been unable to work at 
his full capacity for many 
years due to his heart con- 
dition. Bill has tried to work 
and save for the operation 


but its been impossible to 
do so. In this day and age 
he owns no car, which means 
that he is forced to walk 
everywhere. Hehas cut down 
on his spending and saved 
as much as possible. 


The Sarasota Amateur 
Radio Association has set 
up an account and will act 
as the administrator of any 
funds received, and account- 
ing of monies received will 
be made. The club will also 
start rounding up blood don- 
ors as they are going to be 
needed. In case some ham 
feels that he can give blood 
instead of money that will 
be just as much appreciated 
as the money. A little more 
of one’s self can be put into 
furthering ham radio in this 
painless way. 


The exact procedure for 
donating blood, I do not 
know in that it varies so 
much from place to place 
but in Sarasota onecan walk 
into the Blood Bank and do- 
nate and specify where the 
blood is to go and how itis 
to be used. A credit-can be 
given to a person or an or- 
ganization for the donated 
blood. It might be that this 
could be worked out in other: 
towns. I do not know. How- 
ever we do believe that in 
Sarasota we are going to 
work on the idea of Blood.

EARLY BIRDS 


The earliest known refer- 
ence to the use of an aerial 
device, or antenna for wire- 
less communications isin file 
at the Library of Congress 
in Washington, D.C. From 
photo reproduction of the 
original we read, ‘‘Sent Sig- 
nals by Aerial Telegraph be- 
tween these two stations by 
elevating a kite on each 
mountain, thestring of which 
was a small copper wire, at- 
tached to a galvanometer, 
each ground end lying in 
water. The signals perfect 
during the cloudy part ofthe 
day. Elevation about fifteen 
hundred feet.”’ signed by Dr. 
Mahlon Loomis, Berea, 
Ohio. 

This demonstration took 
place in the Cohocton and 
Beorse Deer Mountains of 
Virginia in 1865. The dis- 
tance was approximately 14 
miles. The following year a 
new record of two miles was 
set between two ships at sea. 
In 1869, “The Loomis Ae- 
rial Telegraph Bill’’ request- 
ing an appropriation of 
$50,000 was introduced in 
congress to further develop 
this new idea for communica- 
tion purposes. Quoting from 
the original manuscript, “... 
causing electrical vibrations, 
or waves, to pass around 
the world, as upon the sur- 
face of some quiet lake, one 
wave circlet follows another 
from the point of disturb- 
ance to the remotest shores, 
so that from any other moun- 
tain top upon the globe, an- 
other conductor which shall 
pierce this plane and receive 
the impressed vibration may 
be connected to anindicator, 
which will mark the length 
and duration of such vibra- 
tion, and indicate by any 
agreed system of notation, 
convertible into human lan- 
guage, the messages of the 
operator at the point of the 
first disturbance.” 

It is very hard to believe 
that this was written over 90 
years ago! Yet, on July 30th, 
1872; Patent No. 129,971 
was issued to Dr. Loomis for 
this ‘‘Improvement in Tele- 
graphy” which in reality is 
the FIRST PATENT issued 
for WIRELESS TELEGRA- 


' PHY, fully two years before 


Marconi was born!

LET’S FACE IT 


I find that the knowledge of the passage of the Rec- 
iprocity Bill, sponsored by Barry Goldwater, is a bit slow 


in getting around the circuit. I am also appalled to learn — 


that many of our American hams are not familiar with 
the purpose of the bill, nor what it provides..... even 
after all of the QSO’s that have come out of DL4HU with 
many other interested hams in the European theater dur- 
ing the past three years. 


The Bitburg Amateur Radio Club bulletins, printed 
monthly for a period of two years or more went on rec- 
ord, with many other fine magazines an club papers 
to gain sponsorship and encourage the support for the 
passage of the bill. On receipt of the official news, I im- 
mediately went on 80 meters and informed all hams, re- 
gardless of the country they came from, that the bill was 
passed, what it was and what it provided. For the past 
week I have been deluged with calls from DL4 and DL5 
stations (American hams in Germany), F7 stations (Ame 
rican stations in France), and I-1 club stations operated 
by Americans in Italy, that this meant that immediately 
they could apply for third party traffic and phone patch- 
ing. What is happening to our new hams? Don’t they read, 
or can’t they? Is their only interest in Amateur Radio to 
turn on the switch and start yakking with some state- 
side station? Or, to inquire what is the maximum power 
they are permitted to use? 


Tremendous interest in the passage of the billwas shown 
by the many hams I have talked with from France, Eng- 
land, Germany, Italy, Spain and other countries, although 
many will admit that they themselves may never be able 
to afford a trip to the States. It is wonderful to know that 
the States has recognized the need for reciprocal licensing 
with other countries. 

A reminder which was printed in-our Spanish-Ameri- 
can Radio Amateurs’ monthly club magazine ‘SARA 
STATIC” at Sevilla, Spain, way back in January 1960 
comes out of the files to the effect that. .. because the 
majority of the Spanish hams wanted to see the American- 
licensed operators get on the air, a law was passed in that 
country that would permit licensing to all Americans hold- 
ing an FCC Amateur radio license immediately on passage 
of the Reciprocity Bill by the United States. Wonder who is 
going to become the first American OM or YL to become 
licensed by the URE after the Reciprocal Agreement be 
comes official? 


It is sincerely hoped that the many thousands of hams 
who helped with their opinions, letters and other methods 
of support of the Reciprocity will now drop Barry Gold- 


water a thank you note regardless of their political opin- — 


ion. Without doubt, the passage of the bill could not have 


been accomplished without his sponsorship . . .No other — 


congressman was available, although many have had the 


interest, and no other had the understanding to see it ~ 


through to its successful end. 


We publically thnak all those who support the reci- 


procity movement in any way, shape or manner. The suc- 
cess of the hams’ support in the way of letters to their 
congressmen should indicate to those who are against 
the Incentive Licensing Petition RM-499 that the only way 
to defeat it is by bombarding congressmen with letters 
from his constituents and getting it consistently in their 
club papers. 

We’re happy that, 
WA5YNG and many club officials, we had an interesting 
part during these past few years in helping to encourage 
support for reciprocal licensing. r

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FCC Engineer 
Holds CB Meeting 


Notes on the Citizens 
Band meeting held at the 
National Guard Armory in 
Salina, Kansas on June 17, 
1964. 

Mr. Harold Bourell, FCC 
Kngineer in Charge, in a 
talk to various Citizen’s 
Band Radio Clubs told them 
that the Citizen’s Radio Serv- 
ice is not being used as it 
was intended. It was never 
intended to parallel the Ama- 
teur Radio Service is not to 
be used as a hobby. These 
are two distinct services and 
have no connection with each 
other, and ‘‘there are doubts 
that they will ever get the Cit- 
izen’s Radio turned into 
Amateur Radio Bands.”’ He 
also stated that anyone with 
real interest in radio can ob- 
tain an amateur license. 

A few of the specific com- 
mon violations discussed 
were, chewing the fat, hand- 
ling third party traffic (re- 
laying of messages), work- 
ing ‘‘skip”’ and testing. Ina 
pool of the group of approx- 
imately 50 CB’ers present, 
only about 25%, indicated 
that they had read and stud- 
ied Part 19 of part 95 of the 
FCC rules and regulations. 

Mr. Bourell also said that 


form 762-K is being used 
for TVI and similar com- 


plaints and that if a person 
receives a citation, he must 
have a second Class Com- 
mercial licensee check his sta- 
tion and complete the form 
and return it. He also said 
that they have no protection 
from diathermy as they had 
prior use of the frequencies. 

When quizzed about Ci- 
vil defense, Mr. Bourell 
stated that the Citizen’s Band 
cannot have drills unless 
handled as a drill. In adrill, 
actual CD messages must be 
handled, the drill must be 
authorized by the CD Direc- 
tor and must be conducted 
under his command. Hallo- 
ween operations, road pat- 
rols, weather watch and such 
are not authorized by the 
FCC. It is permissible to 
use Citizen’s Band Radio for 
communications when safe- 
ty of life and property is 
involved. 


In closing, Mr. Bourell 


said, “‘Let’s get behind this 
thing and get the Citizen’s 


Band Radio cleared up.’’

inets along three walls, 11 
kilowatt a.c. service (emer- 
gency power if needed) to 
more than 50 outlets, four 
3 inch water pipes for feed- 
ing coax to the roof, anda 
Dutch door so that messages 
can come in and out of the 
room without disturbing the 
operators 


At the present time theclub 
has only its old equipment; 
however, the new equipment 
should arrive in a few 
months. Then the station will 
be operative with a kilowatt 
on SSB, AM, and CW and 
will be able to cover 80 
through 2 meters with about 
7 rigs. 

The club has plans for di- 
poles and 80 and 40, beams 
on 20,7715, TON Ganda: 
ground planes on 10 and 2, 
and a halo on 6. The forty 
meter dipole, 6 meter halo, 
and 2 meter ground plane 
were erected and tuned ata 
recent antenna party (about 
75 feet up). The other an- 
tennas should be up shortly. 
All antennas are being con- 
structed to withstand hurri- 
canes, etc., but in the event 
that one of them should 
break, emergency antennas 
are at hand. 

The Civil Defense commu- 
nications 1oom (which WA4- 
KJ occupies ) is in the base- 
ment of the Municipal Build- 
ing. All meetings of the club 
will take place in the “‘plot-
